cording to which Rule, it can never be 


proved, that the Uſage here contended 


for can be neceſſary to be revived, till it 
be firſt proved, that our Saviour inſtituted 
Water, as a neceſſary Part of his Eucha- 


riſt. Of which I ſhall have Occaſion to 


inquire in its proper Place. Here I only 
note, that by St. Cyprian's own Rule, 
this Mixture can have no firm footing, 
till it (hall plainly appear that it was of 


our Saviour's Inſtitution. And at another 
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time he affirms, that * Cuſtom wit hour 
Truth is but Antiquity of Error. Where 
he manifeſtly means a Cuſtom. of long 
Continuance, | becauſe it could not other- 
wiſe have Antiquity to plead for itſelf; 
Yet ſuch, if not founded in truth, He de- 
clared to be no better than an ancient 
Error. And Firmilian writing to him; 
blames the Romans F for not obſerving in 
all things what bad been delivered from 
the Apoſtles, and that they vainly pre- 
tended Apoſtolical Authority, for what 
they did. And ſays St. Cyprian again, || 
Si in Sacrificio quod Chriſtus obtulerit, &c. 
If in the , Sacrifice that Chriſt offered, 
none but: Chriſt is to be followed we muſt 
then REPS to and do what Chriſt did, 
and what he commanded to be done. So 
that according to St. Cyprian's own Do- 
ctrine, and Firmilian's, it is plain that un- 
leſs this Tradition of mixing Water 
with the Wine, can be fully ptoved, 
to have had its Original from our 
Saviour, or his Apoſtles or both, we

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Dr. Lightfoot ſo often appealed to in be.

Paſchal Supper, as * being requiſite" for 
Healthy: and avoiding Drunkenneſs.” And 
if our Saviour were believed to have 
uſed it upon the ſame Accounts, becauſe 
of the Strength of the Wine in choſe hot 
Countries, by what Argument could it. 

be proved, that the ſame Mixture would 
be neceſſary in other Places where the 
Wine is thinner, and not more apt to in- 
toxicate, than their mixt Bp perhaps 
might be? 
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Wine. And yet if I ſhould admit he 
did, Lam not ſenſible that he had made 
it neceſſa we ſhould do it likewiſe, 
which is the matter contended fdr. And 
the Reaſon is plain; becauſe the main 
of this Evidence that is offered for it, 
aims at no more than to prove that our 
Saviour uſed the Paſchal Cup. Till the 
Apoſtolical Conſtitutioms, which vert 
not very early, we hear: nothing: of a 
Cup purpoſely, mix?d for this Uſe, but

ſarehand, our Lord made uſe of it hecbr- 
dingly. Which he might very well do, 
and pet his Diſciples be at Läberty, ei 
ther to uſe or not ln. We have much 
more; Reaſon to believe our Lord made 
Uſe of their Paſchal unleavened Bread; 
becauſe af the ſtrick Command 
gipen them} to remobe all Leaten dut 
of their Houſes, at the ſolemn Feſtival. 
Exad. 1a. 15. Whence it muſt needs be 
concluded, "thi the Bread our Saviour 
bleſſed and brake, could be none other 
than what was unleavened. Let is no 
more Weight laid upon this, than upon 
* * after Supper, 1 in an up- 
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* Becadſe we hear nothing of it, t 
after that rime,” from any one elſe; as it 
cannot bei imagined. but we muſt have 
done, if it had been of an ancient Stand- 
ing. Multitudes of others muſt needs have 
known of it, as well às Tertullian; and 
tho we have not many Chriſtian Au- 
thors remaining, that were antecedent to, 
or contemporary with Tertullian, it is 
odds nevertheleſs, but ſome one or other 
of them, would at leaft accaſionally have 
given ſome litt le hint of ſuch a Tradition, 
oo the Practices built upon it. The 
want of Which is one Caufe, why I can- | 
not ſuppoſe! it to have Hoe an ancient 
Cuſtom of praying for the Dead, in Ter- 
nes D .
